the four Chicago gangsters now convicted 
of murdering Detective Rabbe and yet, 
one may justly insist, that it hasn't de- 
viated from its record at all. 


The gangsters were fearsome of Wis- 


consin because they had been told that 
hoodlums who come here "eat their break- 
fast in Milwaukee and their dinner at 
Waupun." That is still literally true and 
even with these particular hoodlums. 
Though their removal from Milwaukee 
to Waupun was separated by several 
weeks instead of the usual several hours 
regard must be had for the fact that our 
jails are the preludes to Waupun and that 
slogans must be short and contain impli- 
cations that may be too subtle for the 
slow criminal mind. 


The jury that convicted the hoodlums 


had sufficient gray matter to compre- 
hend that our laws are not technical nor 
foolish but practical and sensible. When 
they were instructed by the court that 
men who agree together to go out and 
commit a robbery are all responsible for 
murder if one of their gang commits that 
offense, they did not themselves try to 
battle with the law perhaps because they 
did understand it. Other juries have tried 
to make distinctions between the man who 
pulls the trigger and the man who may 
have handed him the gun or bought the 
cartridges. There is no distinction except- 
ing in the realm of nonsense. Members of 
the gang at Milwaukee who obtained un- 
der threat the safe combination from the 
cashier at his home and continued to 
guard him a mile or so from the place of 
robbery were still guilty of murder com- 
mitted by their pals as an incident of the 
same general scheme. 


And this trial 
at 
Milwaukee also 


showed a practical side to the rule. In 
the expectation that the jury may be 
induced to violate the court's instructions 
killing hoodlum killers often blame the 
offense on each other and since the inter- 
fering officers may be dead it becomes in 
many cases impossible to definitely es- 
tablish which man pulled the trigger. A 
rule of law or action by juries that ab- 
solves members of gangs from their pals' 
acts might be appropriate to govern the 
Hottentots. And if there is any such rule 
it probably originated there. 


Wisconsin justice in these cases again 


demonstrated that it is clean and intelli- 
gent and plenty speedy. 


The story" that five Chicago hoodlums 


came into this state to maraud and that 
one of them is dead and the other four 
are this moment in state's prison at Wau- 
pun is a record that is hard to beat. 


And the Chicago underworld may also 


note that these four hoodlums will never 
come out of Waupun until their bodies 
are handed over to their relatives. 


YUGOSLAVIA VISIONS AN ATTACK 


The disguise has at last been torn from 


the 
villainous countenance 
of Mickey 


Mouse, discovered to be an arch-assassin 
by none other than the Yugoslav police. 


"Mickey and bis Double" a strip fea- 


ture, no longer appears in the Belgrade 
newspaper for the purpose was found to 
be revolutionary. 
In the strip Mickey 


v.-as passing for his double, a young 
prince not yet of age. and becom- 
ing so popular that his uncle, 
the 


Regent, became furious and concocted a 
military conspiracy against him. It was 
at this point that the Yugoslav censor 
considered it high time to step in and save 
the nation. 


But banning Mickey from the Yugoslav- 


newspapers started a chain of events that 
have banned Hubert Harrison, Belgrade 
correspondent of tin- Xtw York Times, 
from Yugoslavia. 
That gentleman sent i 


out a cable detailing Mickey's hard luck ' 
under the monarchy and has been ordered 
by the police to quit the country because 
of his alleged "tendentious and inaccurate 
way of informing the prcj-s,'1 although in 
what form the inaccuracy appeared the 
police sayeth not. 


Life is altogether too stern in Yugo- 


slavia for Mickey. Between calls for the 
guard and the heavy tramp of troops 
down the street there isn't much place 
and little cheese for a mouse anyway. 


But if the people of Belgrade really 


want something to talk about and the 
police need an impetus to get them out 
of their chairs faster than a sharp tack 
\ve would recommend Popeye knocking 
the block oil the censor just for his morn- 
ing workout. , 


AN AMBASSADOR WHO FAILED 
Mr. Dodd, our ambassador to Germany, 


is quitting. It might not inaccurately be 
said that he never began. 


Mr. Dodd's appointment was not the 


conventionally political one. He has no 
great fortune. He made no heavy contri- 
bution to the Democratic campaign fund. 
He was selected because of his distinction 
as an historian and his work at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. But his conduct of his 
responsible position indicated more than 
ever before how necessary it is that we 
appoint career men to these high diplo- 
matic posts instead of those, however cul- 
tured or educated, who are uninformed 
concerning the usages and duties of their 
positions. 


Shortly after Mr. Dodd went to Berlin 


he addressed the American Chamber of 
Commerce in the German capital and 
drew upon his splendid hibtorial lore for 
an almost endless chain of examples to 
demonstrate that dictatorships have in- 
variably defeated 
themselves and that 


while they exist they constitute a cum- 
bersome form of government under which 
the people are deprived of many things 
besides personal privileges, things of the 
soul, of the heart, of life itself, whose ab- 
sence reduces the satisfaction known as 
contentment. 


This speech under the circumstances 


was ill-advised, even foolish. It obtained 
for Mr. Dodd, our German ambassador, 
nothing but resentment of the Ger- 
man 
authorities. It 
made his daily 


duties heavier. It tripped him at every 
corner. It lessened his usefulness for his 
government. 
It hurt American firms 


dealing in Germany. It prevented liberal 
adjustment of the many disputes naturally 
arising in international relations. 


The act of Mr. Dodd was impish, some- 


thing like the street arab who flings * 
stone and runs, for Mr. Dodd could retire 
into the sanctuary of the Embassy of the 
United States, which is a piece of the 
United States abroad. 


Were our presidents to make their dip- 


lomatic appointments from the list of ca- 
reer men, those who have spent their lives 
in the service of their country abroad, no 
such awkward situation would have arisen 
as that created by Mr. Dodd. The career 
men have a record of competency upon 
• which to base an appointment. They have 
faced situations unflinchingly but smiling- 
ly that would provoke from Mr. Dodd a 
tantrum. 


All of which shows, too, that a man 


may be an excellent professor of history 
and become a washout when asked to 
make history. 


THE COST OF LIVING 


Recently the President asked the Fed- 


eral Trade Commission to make investiga- 
tion of the reports that "monopolistic 
practices and other unwholesome methods 
of competition" have increased the cost of 
living during the past year. 


The Labor Department's index of com- 


modity prices indicated an increase of 
about 6 per cent during that period where- 
as living costs in 32 of our greatest cities 
had increased only slightly over three per 
cent. If these figures, upon the collection 
of which the government spends so much 
money, are reliable they disclose that the 
cost of living has not kept up with the 
general increase in cost of commodities. 


It is possible that monopolistic prac- 


tices have had some effect upon both 
the cost of living and -the cost of com- 
modities, nor would we attempt to pre- 
judge an issue concerning the details of 
which we have little information, but if 
the cost of living is becoming burdensome 
and we are desirous of decreasing it we 
know some elements, and substantial ones, 
that have entered into it more effectively 
than any others possibly could. 


When Mr. Roosevelt cut our dollar to 


60 cents the slicing was for the express 
purpose of raising the price of commodi- 
ties and hence the cost of living. When 
this administration put various restric- 
tions upon the products of the land, from 
sticking little pigs to jailing potato rais- 
ers, did it expect that the scarcity thus 
created would raise or lower prices, would 
increase or diminish the cost of living? 


We have a national program aimed at 


shortening hours but maintaining or in- 
creasing wages nevertheless. Is it sur- 
prising that the cost of manufactured ar- 
ticles has thus been increased? And last, 
but by no means least, we have a govern- 
ment that has spent money upon such a 
prodigal scale that it simply must charge 
higher taxes to its people. Docs anyone 
think that higher taxes increases or de- 
creases the cost of living? 


The thing that astonishes us. as we 


look over the Labor Department's figures, 
is the very moderate way, and the really 
decent and orderly way in which the cost 
of living has ascended, and in which it 
will continue to ascend.

THE FLU 


At present the pathologisls and 


research investigators seem to fa- 
vor the conclusion that influenza, 
at any rate the malady that at- 
tacked 500,000,000 people and cost 
perhaps 15,000,000 lives in 1918 (in 
many parts of the world) is a "vir- 
us disease." 
By that they mean 


that the spread of the disease is 
due to the passage ot a virus from 
one person to another (just how the 
virus spreads they do not all agree) 
and not by a germ. At least no spe- 
cific germ or bacteriaum has been 
proved responsible for influenza. 
That a virus is concerned improved 
by the fact that it infects ferrets 
and mice, when inoculated, produc- 
ing characteristic diseases in both 
species. 


If the scientific investigators are 


right, it is difficult to account for 
the periodic outbreak of influenza 
epidemics or pandemics. They sug- 
gest that perhaps these sporadic 
cases of small epidemics occur be- 
cause not all of the population be- 
came immune at the time of the 
1918 
pandemic. 
This would imply 


that influenza infection itseif pro- 
duces some, immunity against sub- 
sequent attack. 
Formerly we be- 


lieved that such infection did not 
confer any immunity; in fact, ab- 
sence of leucocytosis (increase in 
number of white corpuscles in the 
blood) was regarded as one of the 
signs 
distinguishing 
severe 
in- 


fluenza from ordinary pneumonia.

A Bystander 
In Washington

Washington — The proposal of 


Governor George D. Aikcn of Ver- 
mont to shrink southern influence 
in Republican councils turns an- 
other light on efforts in both major 
parties to trim the south's political 
prestige and power. 


The idea of .dwarfing southern 


influence in the Republican set-up 
is not new. Steps toward it have 
been taken 
repeatedly, and as 


things stand now. northern states 
get a "bonus" of extra delegates 
because of the size of the Republi- 
can vote cast. Southern states, cast- 
ing- few Republican votes, get no 
bonuses. 


The Aiken 
proposal, however, 


strikes at another point, the na- 
tional committee. He would give 
committee members a vote in ex- 
act proportion to the proportion of 
Republican vote cast in each state. 
In southern states the amount of 
Republican vote cast is very small 
compared with 
the 
Democratic 


vote, so southern members of the 
national committee would 
have 
little to say.* 
* 
* 


Strength in Congress 


The Democratic 
party 
dimmed 


the 
southern 
voice in its 1936 


convention by abrogating the 100- 
year-o!d two-thirds rule. Of course 
the 1940 convention will 
decide 


whether to nominate its candidates 
by a bare majority or 
by two- 


thirds. But now that the precedent 
is broken, the prospect seems not 
especially bright for the south to 
have the two-thirds rule restored. 


Several

influence in party or- 


ganizations are evident. One thing 
seems certain. 
If 
the 
southern 


voice 
in 
party organization 
is 


weakened, the influence ot south- 
ern members of congress likely 
will be proportionately weakened. 
That is where they will feel the 
real pressure. 


Time and 
again the southern 


delegates have held a balance of 
power in Republican conventions. 
Since they are often under control 
of the party management because 
of the patronage 
influence, 
the 


southern delegates arc peculiarly 
useful to a party management in 
suppressing just such "house clean- 
ing" drives as Aiken's. 


The south's vote in national com- 


mittee is relatively even greater, 
for each state at present gets one 
vote. Aikcn would change that. 


The south already has been hit 


elsewhere. 
The congressional re- 


apportionment 
of 
1930 stripped 


southern states of several repre- 
sentatives 
in 
congress. 
Again,

prestige and "indepen- 


dence" is being attacked by north- 
ern and western efforts to impose 
an anti-lynching bill.

The manufacturers, notwithstand 


ing their formal recognition tha 
collective bargaining is the law o 
the land, still refuse to conced 
that rights of 
unionization and 


rights of employe self-organization 
are unilateral and hence not sub 
ject to any advice, interference, 
01 


involvement of any kind from the 
employer. The manufacturers stat( 
in frank terms that the relations o: 
employers and employes should be 
but they do not suggest any means 
by which even their own members 
can be brought to accept some o 
the very standards outlined in the 
report. 


Much of the report is taken up 


with suggestions as to how federal 
and state laws should be amended 
and here is the prime inconsistency 
of the document. Protesting strang- 
ly that the government should not 
have anything to do with the regu- 
lation of the internal affairs of la- 
bor unions, the manufacturers ask 
governmental authority neverthe- 
less through amended federal and 
state laws to permit employers to 
refuse to deal with unions under 
certain conditions. How these con- 
ditions could be determined except 
by some machinery of government 
and the courts is difficult to conjec- 
ture, yet the manufacturers want no 
government intervention. 


Similarly, there is an insistence 


that labor unions be made respon- 
sible—and this is by all means de- 
sirable—but there is no provision to 
make employers responsible for un- 
social acts or hign-handcd tactics in 
dealing with individual employees 
or unions. Again and again the re- 
port insists that workers and man- 
agement 
should 
cooperate, but, 


when it comes to the form of organ- 
ization that the employes should 
have, the employer still wants to 
be free to argue with his employes 
and interpose his will. 


Point of Cleavage 


Here, of course, is the fundament- 


al point of cleavage, the rock on 
which many a discussion on labor 
policy is wrecked, and, it may also 
be noted, here is the basis of more 
than half of the disputes now pend- 
ing before the Nalonal Labor Eela- 
tions board. The Wagner law says 
and the supreme court has upheld 
the provision 
that employes 
are 


actually to decide for themselves 
what form of labor organization 
they want. This doesn't mean the 
right of the employer to resort to 
influence inside the plant, such as 
to fire 
a union organizer 
from 


among his own employes or other- 
wise to 
punish or discriminate 


against such workers even though 
they are "agitators" and may de- 
serve all the epithets which the 
employer would like to let loose 
against them. 


Abstractly 
and 
academically, 


there has not been any quarrel 
with this principle of the law by 
many employers, but in every day 
practice there are plenty of viola- 
tions of it and, until the Wagner act 
was passed, collective bargaining 
was less widespread than it is to- 
day, indicating clearly that the pro- 
tection afforded by the law, while 
abusea no 
doubt, nevertheless js 


aiding in the present trend toward 
legitimate self-organization of work- 
ers. • 


As for dependence on the volun- 


tary goodness or willingness of all 
employers to correct bad working 
conditions or to improve wage scales 
xvhcn they can afford it. the record 
of how many employers have got- 
ten busy since the Wagner law was 
passed and improved those condi- 
tions so as to ward off outside un- 
ions is a conspicuous proof of the 
way the action oL congress on col- 
lective bargaining has prodded oth- 
erwise laggard employers into ac- 
tion. Under such circumstances, to 
remove the stimulus of the collec- 
tive bargaining guarantee in the law 
is to turn the clock back in labor 
relations in America. The Wagner 
law will be amended some day, but 
it never will be repealed. 


Unhappily, the employers have 


for many years made a tactical er- 
ror in fighting the "right to or- 
ganize" when, had this been conced- 
ed, their point of view could logical- 
ly, and with more public sympathy. 
have 
been directed 
against the 


"right to strike" when it is an im- 
proper and unsocial exercise of eco- 
nomic power by workers group"; 
that have been fully recognized and 
fully unionized. 


Why should the employers seek 


to influence an employes' election 
of its own directors or managers? 
When the owners who are the 
stockholders of a business meet an- 
nually to elect directors and select 
managers, the workmen do not in- 
tervene or seek to control the elec- 
tion. It is a unilateral affair just as 
is the right of workers 
to pick 


their own representatives. 


Where most of the trouble in the 


labor world of today arises is in the 
putting up of barriers to employe 
self -organization when, as a matter 
of fact, the workmen 
themselves 


will some day make short shrift of 
racketeers and union officers who 
fail to achieve satisfactory work- 
ing relationships for them. If em- 
ployers had conceded the right to 
jrganize, they today would be in a 
better position to seek by law some 
imitations on the right to strike. 
For while the original theory of hu- 
man freedom is that the individual 
has a right to cease working when 
conditions are unsatisfactory, it is 
not liberal or socially desirable that 
arge groups should be given the 
right to interrupt at will or with- 
out economic justification the pro- 
ductive processes of an industry. 


The railroad brotherhoods — a for-
